GT, please warn residents of 
bogus meter readers 


I am writing to you after a recent experience 
and I hope GT can help warn readers to 
be wary of suspicious strangers posing as 
legitimate meter readers. 

A man knocked on my door asking me for 
a meter reading. He was wearing a worn 
out grey fleece jacket with a G4S logo and 
said he was from Eon - although we have 
never had an account with them. I called 
my husband to verify and he advised me 
not to give any meter readings and tell the 
man to leave. I opened my door and asked 
him to leave and he did not really give a 
fight. He refused to give me his name and 
walked away. I called Eon customer service 
who verified that they never collect meter 
readings from non-customers. Thankfully, 
nothing untoward happened but I am 
concerned that a stranger had my husband's 
details and was asking for a meter reading. 


I'm wondering if this was an opportunistic 
fraudster. 

I am concerned as we have a lot of 
vulnerable people in our neighbourhood 
and it's disconcerting to know there might 
be opportunistic criminals posing as 
legitimate meter readers.

• A council spokesperson said: "We are 
grateful to you for bringing this incident to 
our attention. The council will always take 
strong action to protect its residents from 
potential fraudsters and have contacted the 
Met Police's safer neighbourhood teams for 
Eltham North & Eltham South with details 
of the incident and what the individual was 
wearing. The council's trading standards 
team has also visited the local area to deliver 
warning leaflets door-to-door. 


There are several steps residents can take 
if they get suspicious of meter readers cold 
calling: 

• If they are not from your utility company, 
do not let them in 

• If they are from your utility company 
check their ID 

• If you are still suspicious, phone your 
utility company and check they have 
someone of that name carrying out meter 
readings in your area. Use the contact phone 
numbers on your utility bill, and do NOT use 
any phone number the cold caller gives you. 
If residents encounter rogue traders of any 
kind cold calling, especially if the traders are 
still there, they can call the council's Trading 
Standards Neighbourhood Response Team 
on 020 8921 8223. Officers will come out and 
identify if the person is a legitimate caller. 

In an emergency always call 999. 


Longer library opening hours 

IT is great to see plans for a new library in 
East Greenwich and expansion of facilities. 
However, I would like to ask about opening 
times across the whole of Greenwich libraries. 
Libraries in the borough generally close at 
around 7pm two days a week and 5pm on 
other days which gives people, especially 
students like myself, a maximum of 3 hours a 
day should we wish to use the resources and 
study for exams. Libraries in other boroughs 
have opening times up until 1 0pm which are 
very helpful. It would be great to have times 
like these in Greenwich, especially during 
exam seasons.

Extending Woolwich library 
opening hours to Sundays - at no additional 
cost to the taxpayer, has on average meant 
700 more visits to the library each week.

Fund open for 
applications 


MORE than £71,000 has been 
given to local arts groups 
to help them produce and 
present events and get local 
people involved in the arts. 

The money has been awarded 
by the royal borough from its 
Community Arts Fund over the 
last two years and has helped 
local community groups to put on 
exhibitions, installations, music, 
dance and theatre performances 
and to get local people involved 
in arts projects. 

The Community Art Fund

Cllr Miranda Williams, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for culture and creative 
industries, said: “Our 

support for Now’s The Time 
is just one illustration of our 
commitment to providing 
opportunities for local people 
to take part in sport and 
physical activity. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and Transport said “May 


is a great time to launch a 
low-cost cycle hire scheme 
and I’m sure it will prove 
extremely popular.” 

Stephen Howlett, chief 
executive of Thamesmead’s 
managing agents Peabody, 
said: “Now’s the Time is a 
magnificent programme, 
offering affordable activities 
on people’s doorsteps right 
across Thamesmead. The 
new cycling scheme will 
open up Thamesmead to 
everyone.”
